Solo.' jr anil Congressman, 


Edward J. McDermott, in an article 


entitled "Fnn ou the Stump" in The 
Century, relates tho following: 


Just before the war Humphrey Mar- 


shal] was a great debater in congress. 
During the war he \vaa n Confederate 
general. He was very large and stont— 
a veritable Falstaff.

out of the war he wrote to an officer of 
the north and warned him not to invade 
the saererl soil of Kentucky, for if he 
did he would have to pass over the dead 
body of Emniihrey Marshall.

practice, but he was extravagant and 
often in need of money:

off dozens of times. At last the collect or 
said: "General, yon have said to me 
time after time: 'I cannot pay yon this 
week. Come nest.' Now, I can't afford 
to be coming here all the time, ^on 
mast fix the clay. When will yon lie able 
to pay mo?" 
"D—n it^ sir," said the 


general, "do yon think lam a prophet?" 


When the- general was running for 


congress against Mr. Blank, after the 
war, he tried to draw ont Mr. Blank's 
exact opinions by a close debate on tho 
stnmp. In snch an intellectual conflict 
few men conld compete with Humphrey 
Marshall. Mr. Blank parried and fenced 
as well as he could. 
Finally Marshall 


said one evening in his ponderous tones 
and impressive manner: 


"Fellow citizens, I have tried to pin 


Mr. Blank down and make him give me 
a -fair statement of his opinions and 
principles, but he flits about BO nimbly 
that it is impossible to follow him in an 
argument. 
In dodging a debate he re- 


minds me of a bobolink flitting along n 
zigzag worm fence, hopping or flying, 
first on one side of the fence and then 
on the other,'until the mind is bewil.

fan-ante on the Treasury, were paid 
>art of the amount in standard dollars 
>y Treasurer WesterHeld. It was 
•abject of general comment that all the 
lollars paid out of the Treasury were 
lew and bore the stamp of the Carson 
Hint. Persons accustomed to handliog 
•oins expressed the opinion that tbe 
lollars bad never been ia circulation 
aid speculation was rife as to the man 
tor m which they reached the State 
LYi.asury, as the mint, being Govern 
ueut property, is not taxed. All the 
mpers of the State, except a few gold 
tug sheets, have commented upon the 
rnneaction and one or two have placet 
heir columns at the service of the ex 
State Treasurer for an explanation, ye' 
IOB& baa been made. 


Sever*! large taxpayers of Beno Bay 
be public have a right to know how 
10,000 silver dollars that had never 
leen in circulation found their way 
root the mint to the State Treasury .The 
omage of standard dollars at the Car- 
ou mint was always 
limited 
and 


rhelly suspended early in 1893 Dur 
Dg the panic in July of that year 
tandard dollars, which our gok 
riends said were worth only sixty 
ents each, commanded a premium in 
lew York City, and Secretary Carlisle 
rhen requested to exchange silver dol 
irs for greenbacks gave out for publi 
itiou a statement that there were no 
•ee silver dollars in the United States 
'reasnry. This makes the fact of 80,000 
ollara of 1893 being in the State Treas- 
ry at Carson at the expiration of the 
ear 1894 more interesting. "Inwhal 
lysterioos way did those dollars get 
lere f" is the question asked by many 
arsons. Did the Treasurer exchange 
old for them, and if so who received 
legoldf Was he connected with the 
tint, and if not where did he get all 
lose new dollars? They were not 
aid into the Treasury in the regular 
inrse of business, as County Treas- 
rers send the identical money re- 
sived by them from tbe taxpayers to 
be State Treasurer and only a very 
iconsiderable part of that is silver 
ollars, and none of it dollars which 
ave not been in circulation. 
It is suggested that the next Legisla- 
te investigate the matter and that 
alhority be given a committee to send 
» persons and papers. If that is done 
anaaetions in silver at the mint 
tight be shown to be ac mysterious as 
tose in gold appear to be m the trial 
' the mint shortage case Men who 
m extract $20,000 in gold from a bar 
i bullion and substitute silver there- 
>r may by some scientific method or 
DCUS pocus means, have substituted 
1,000 standard dollars, bright and new 
otn the m>ut for an e.jual amount of 
>ld in the State Treasury without the 
aowledge of the Treasurer.

ay, and they want a man in the White 
>uae who will not be afraid to deal 
ith the bosses direct, and have no 
>ology to make to the drones and in- 
tpendent element of the party. 
It was decided that Quay is the logi- 
1 candidate of tbe practical politi- 
cs, and it was agreed to doeveiy- 
ing possible to prevent the nomina- 
on of Harrison, and everything possi- 
e to nominate Quay, and failing in 
*t to secure the nomination of Reed. 
Th* combination relies on the solid 
(legations from New York, Fennsyl- 
mia, California, Minnesotta, New Jer- 
>y, Illinois, Maryland and Missouri 
>r assistance in carrying out the pro 
•am, and Governor-elect Bushnell of 
hio is to Assist in dividing the delega- 
on from that State, the consideration 
ling the nomination for Vice Presi- 


If this arrangement is carried ont

W. n Sample, l«;;gago master at the 


railroad station, Reno, leatiiled that 
ho received a package for Honey 1 ist i 
August, a dirty looking canvas sack, 
extra heavy for its size, weighing a 
hundred pounds, more or less. Heney 
or somebody else took it away next 
day, paying ten cents tariff for the 
twenty-four hours. 


P. H. Doyle, foreman oi the V. & T. 


railroad foundry, Carson, repeated bis 
testimony given at the other trial rela- 
tive to the iron moulds at the mint and 
the shoebars that fitted into them from 
the Bodie false melt. The moulds and 
the bars were shown to the jury, show- 
ing from the peculiar construction or 
defect of one of the moulds that three 
of the bars had been cast in that 
mould. 


Witness testified to the length of 


materialendurance of such iron moulds 
and his opinion that this Bodie false 
melt was the last that was cast in this 
mould. After a mill retort has run 
from 100 to 150 heats it becomes crack- 
ed and demoralized and has to be set 
aside as no good. 


He also repeated his former testi- 


mony as to the small figure 4 used in 
stamping or marking the melts since 
May,. 1894; never been used before that 
time and only shown on the ten bars of 
the Bodie spurious or false melt, and 
other markings since. The stamping 
or marking of this false melt was evi- 
dently done in the deposit melter's 
room. 


The point to be established in this 


matter is that the false melt got »n, be- 
fore or abont May, 1894, which melt 
shows a shortage of over $20,000, and 
the only bullion melt shortage yet de- 
monstrated, except the little gold bul- 
lion bar No. 166 of only foity-nine 
ounces, worth $707, which got lost in 
the vault shuffle or somebody's pocket. 
This would reduce the claimed mint 
shortage of $75,000 to less than $30,000, 
and no square proof has yet been ad- 
duced or produced of1 anything more. 


C. H. Galusha—Went through the 


mint bullion inspection with Doyle and 
corroborated him in every particular, 
especially as to the small and big fig- 
ures on the bars and the moulds. 


John T. Jones—Employed in the 


mint since July, 1889, first as weigh 
jlerk, afterwards promoted to Assist- 
ant Melter and Refiner; was let out 
last_Ai>ril. Described to the jury the 
mode of proceedings in the annual 
mint settlements, Morgan and Wasson 
being present as representative inspec- 
tors for the Government; was familiar 
with all the bullion in the vaults and 
know that Bodie false melt was not 
there at the annual settlement of 1893. 
It was simply impossible for it to be 
there without being discovered. Every- 
thing was all right at that settlement, 
and all loss or wastage was within the 
legal allowance. 


The bullion record of tho Melting 


and Refining Depai tmeut is simply a 
record of current transactions, bullion 
received and sent up for progress day 
by day until return receipts or figur- 
ing. 
'Naturally cannot be balanced 


regularly or at all at any time, even at 
the annual clean-up. The mutilation 
of the Melter and Refiner's book by 
abstracting some of its leaves came to 
me from my predecessor, and I am not 
accountable for it. I made and nsed a 
book of my own. 


The Bodie false melt was of course 


made to represent the original or 
genuine one. ~ It was made in the mint 
by somebody to cover up a deficiency. 
It stands recorded as No. 164 silver de- 
deposit, when it got in at first as No. 
77 gold deposit. 
According to my 


recollection there were seven shoe bare 
and a piece in that noted melt, and now 
there are ten or eleven bars shown in 
this false melt, which shows more silver 
to make up the weight of the original 
and be over $20,000 short. 


Ernest 
Harris — Melter ot 
the 


mint off and on for 
some years. 


Sent for at Lake Tahoe on the dis- 
charge of Piokler and took his place. 
Did his work before on several occas- 


:. These moulds perfectly fitting 


the bars of the Bodie false melt are 
from the deposit melter's room and 
from the top of a pile of forty or fifty, 
showing that they were the last nsed 
especially this one which is defective 
and leaves its marks. 


I was in Piekler's place for four 


months before February last by reason 
of his rheumatic sickness. 
He got 


back to melting as soon as he could 
possibly walk or keep on his feet. 


In a conversation with him not long 


before his death, speaking about the 
Bodio false melt, he said that he 
couldn't swpar that he didn't do it. 


J P. \Yoodbory of the Morgan mill 


testified as to the general bad character 
of Langevin, and that he nor anybody 
else could believe him under oath. He 
also testified relative to the acid con- 
tract with the mint and the utilization 
of the returned acid from the mint in 
ore reduction. 
Objected to by the 


prosecution and ruled out by the 
court,
